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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

N  SEPTEMBER.  1907.  the  Hamilton  Normal  School  opened  its  first  session  with 
an  enrolment  of  207  teachers-in-training.  The  staff  was  composed  of  the  follow- 
ing members:  Dr.  S.  A.  Morgan.  Principal;  Dr.  S.  Wilcox.  F.  F.  Macpherson,  B.A., 
E.  T.  Beaton,  B.A.,  Miss  C.  E.  Elliott.  A.  J.  Painter,  J.  R.  Seavey,  H.  A.  Stares,  Jilus. 
Bac,  S.  J.  Huggins.  Oscar  Main.  Miss  May  Peebles,  Secretary. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  in  the  staff  personnel:  In  January.  1909,  J. 
Voaden.  M.A..  replaced  Dr.  Silcox.  In  September,  1915,  G.  O.  McMillan.  M.A.,  joined 
the  staff,  and  in  1917.  F.  E.  Perney.  In  the  summer  of  1919.  Dr.  Morgan  became  the 
first  Director  of  Professional  Training,  and  F.  F.  Macpherson,  B.A..  was  appointed 
Principal;  H.  E.  Amoss,  B.A..  D.Paed..  and  Miss  Allan,  Librarian,  were  added  to  the 
staff.  In  1920,  Capt.  J.  M.  Grindlay  became  Physical  Instructor,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Park. 
Writing  Instructor;  Mr.  H.  G.  Lockett.  M.A..  succeeded  Mr.  Perney.  In  1922.  J.  H. 
Davidson,  M.A.,  B.Paed.,  succeeded  Dr.  Seaton.  and  Miss  Grace  Carruthers  replaced 
Miss  Peebles.  In  1924,  Miss  M.  G.  Naomi  Irving,  B.A..  was  added  to  the  staff.  In 
1926,  David  White,  B.A.,  B.Paed.,  was  appointed  successor  to  the  late  Principal 
Macpherson.  and.  in  1929,  G.  O.  McMillan,  M.A.,  D.Paed.,'  became  Principal, 
and  Miss  M.  L.  McCready,  B.A.,  Librairan.  In  1930,  J.  A.  Partridge,  M.A.,  was  added 
to  the  staff.  In  1931.  Miss  Marjorie  G.  Seavey  succeeded  Mr.  J.  R.  Seavey  on  his  re- 
tirement. (Captain  Grindlay  passed  away.)  In  June.  1933,  Mr.  A.  J.  Painter  resigned. 
In  September,  Mr.  Wm.  L.  Strieker  was  appointed  Manual  Training  Instructor,  and 
Lieutenant  David  W.  Burns,  Instructor  in  Physical  Training.  The  year  1933-34  recorded 
our  first  and  only  Second  Year  Class,  the  second  year  course  being  discontinued  by  the 
new  government.  Last  year  the  system  of  recommendations  was  adopted.  This  year 
marks  the  elimination  of  the  Second  Class   Course.

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TRAVEL 

That  "travel  broadens  the  mind"  and  "is  an  education  in  itself"  are 
well-known  truisms.  Bvit  when  one  mentions  travel,  our  minds  usually 
turn  to  distant  cities — to  London,  Paris,  Rome,  or  to  other  renowned  and 
historic  spots — the  blue  Mediterranean,  Egypt  and  the  Pyramids.  In  other 
words,  it  is  distance  that  seems  to  attract  us.  Even  if  we  do  not  go  lieyond 
tlie  ocean,  we  still  think  of  the  far-away  places  of  this  continent  which  are 
meccas  for  the  tourist — of  Florida,  California,  the  Canadian  Rockies,  the 
Grand  Canyon  of  the  Colorado.  These  jjlaces  are  all  very  wonderful ;  we 
all  hope  to  visit  them  some  day.  For  the  present,  however,  they  are  en- 
tirely beyond  the  means  of  most  of  us. 

But  is  it  really  necessary  to  go  such  distances  in  order  to  travel  and 
explore  the  unknown  and  picturescjue  localities?  llow  many  of  us  actually 
know  our  own  province  or  even  the  district  in  which  we  live?  Some  of  the 
most  beautiful  and  interesting  spots  in  the  world  are  within  comijaratively 
short  distances  of  the  city  of  Hamilton.  Let  us  start  right  here  at  home 
and  consider  some  of  these  places. 

Hamilton  itself  is  a  city  of  parks.  Gage  Park,  Westdale  Ra\  ine,  and 
the  King's  Forest,  which  includes  the  All^ion  Falls  district  and  consists  of 
some  si.x  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  natural  ravines,  woods  and  waterfalls, 
are  probably  the  three  most  worth  visiting.  The  Rock  Garden  at  the 
Western  Entrance  is  acclaimed  by  critics  as  the  finest  on  the  continent. 
This  is  part  of  the  scenic  system  which  will  surround  the  city  and  provide 
sixty  miles  of  scenic  driveways.  In  addition,  there  are  said  to  be  twenty- 
eight  waterfalls  within  hiking  distance  of  the  city.  We  have  now  \isited 
some  fourteen  or  fifteen  of  these  in  week-end  trips.  The  best  known  are 
Albion,  east  of  the  city,  the  two  falls  at  Chedoke,  the  three  at  Tiffany,  west 
of  the  city,  and   Webster's  and  Tew's  falls  near  Dundas. 

I'robably  the  most  famous  beauty  sjiot  in  the  Hamilton  district  is  the 
Falls  of  Niagara — one  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  World.  It  is  visited 
annually  by  over  one  million  tourists.  There  is  an 
ever-]jresent  fascination  in  watching  this  mighty 
cataract  |)lunge  o\er  the  brink  and  hurtle  to  the 
rocks    Ijclow.

Among-  the  treasures  we  shall  carry  with  us  from  Hamilton  Normal 
School  will  be  many  pleasant  recollections  of  our  literary  society  meetings. 
After  a  busy  week  of  lessons,  tests,  and  teaching,  what  a  joy  it  is  to  gather 
together  in  the  old  assembly  hall  to  share  in  the  jolly  good  humour  of  a  lit- 
erary programme.  This  does  not  mean  that  our  gatherings  are  of  a  frivolous 
nature.  No,  indeed!  They  have  all  been  highly  entertaining,  and  manj^ 
have  held  educational  value  as  well. 

Outstanding  talent  in  several  fields  has  been  disjjlayecl  U])on  our  platform. 
We  do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that  our  solos,  trios,  and  quartettes  are  among  . 
the  best,  while  members  of  the  orchestra  and  many  others  have  disclosed 
their  skill  with  musical  instruments.  Our  speakers  seem  on  the  verge  of 
long,  extensive  careers,  so  clearly  and  easilv  do  they  make  themseh-es  under- 
stood.

PUBLIC  SPEAKING  AND  DEBATING 

In  past  years,  public  speaking  and  debating-  have  formed  a  very  import- 
ant i)art  of  the  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  Hamilton  Normal  School. 
This  year  has  proved  no  exception  to  the  rule.  The  values  of  the  training 
received  by  the  students  in  expressing  their  opinions  in  ])ublic  on  a  wide 
variety  of  subjects  cannot  be  gainsaid. 

In  the  initial  contests,  there  were  many  entrants,  some  with  previous 
ex])erience  and  all  giving  promise  of  consideral)le  talent.  The  decision  in 
these  was  based  on  the  vote  of  the  students  but,  in  the  semi-finals,  the  wider 
experience  of  the  staff  was  also  utilized. 

The  first  opportunity  to  represent  the  school  came  to  Miss  Mabel  David- 
son and  Mr.  Gordon  Neff  in  a  debate  against  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
in  the  Hamilton  Interscholastic  Series.  Although  our  debaters  had  their 
arguments  well  organized  and  had  an  excellent  i)latform  manner,  the  High 
School  of  Commerce  received  the  decision. 

The  results  of  the  Hamilton-London  meet  in  this  field  were  highly 
satisfactory.  Miss  Helen  Johnson  and  Mr.  Edgar  Nash  very  ably  and  suc- 
cessfullv  upheld  the  negative  in  the  debate,  "Resolved  that  the  present  sys- 
tem (jf  holding  inter-normal  meets  should  be  replaced  by  a  single  meet  at 
Guelph".  On  the  occasion,  Mr.  William  Wallace, 
B.A.,  by  a  very  thoughtful  treatment  of  the  sub- 
ject, "Are  we  out  of  the  depression?"  won  first  place 
in  the  boys'  public  S]jeaking  contest.  In  the  girls' 
c(jntest.  Miss  Jean  English  was  ];laced  second  for 
her  beautifully  worded  sjieech  on   Kipling. 
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SPECIAL  SPEAKERS 

The  world  changes.  We  change.  Education  changes.  Is  there  at  the 
present  time  a  new  trend  in  education?  This  year  the  school  has  had  more 
special  speakers  than  in  other  years,  speakers  who  are  experts  in  certain 
fields  of  knowledge,  and  who  thus  know  whereof  they  speak.  We  enjoyed 
hearing  the  messages;  they  were  messages  from  persons  of  experience  to 
those  who  are  on  the  threshold  of  life. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Amoss,  a  former  master  of  our  school,  spoke  to  us  concerning 
auxiliary  work.  The  importance  of  training  the  defective  child  for  effici- 
ent citizenship  was  stressed. 

A  series  of  health  lectures  was  given  us.  Dr.  P.  T.  Phair  emphasized 
the  need  for  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  teachers  concerning  their  own  health 
and  their  pupils'  health.  Dr.  A.  H.  Mackay  spoke  in  a  forcible  manner  aliout 
communicable  diseases  and  their  control.  Dr.  W.  G.  Thompson  spoke  con- 
cerning dentistry,  emphasizing  the  importance  of  correct  habit  formation. 
Mr.  R.  Myers,  in  a  very  entertaining,  humorous  manner,  told  us  about  mental 
health  and  his  belief  that  it  is  the  teacher  who  must  spread  information  con- 
cerning mental  and  emotional  well-being.  Dr.  J.  H.  Holbrook  of  the  Moun- 
tain Sanatorium  gave  us  an  interesting  illustrated  address  on  tuberculosis 
and  its  control. 

Miss  Hamilton  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  presented  the  work  of  this 
society.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  learn  about  its  aims  and  ac- 
complishments in  the  public  schools  of  Ontario  from  such  a  well-informed 
person. 

Rev.  Dr.  G.  D.  Kilpatrick  spoke  on  two  occasions  to  us.  The  first  was 
at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  King  when  he  spoke  in  a  very  dignified  yet 
sympathetic  manner;  the  second  lecture  was  on  war  poetry.  He  read  us 
some  of  the  best  of  it  with  comments  and  other  literary  criticisms.  It  was  a 
pleasure  to  listen  to  a  man  with  such  a  comprehensive  and  beautiful  choice 
of  English.  We  were  also  privileged  to  hear  Mr.  R.  W.  Treleaven,  Ham- 
ilton barrister,  recite  "Enoch  Arden".  It  was  a  surprise  to  us  to  realize 
anew  the  beauties  of  Tennyson's  poem. 

We  listened  to  two  much-loved  speakers  from  other  lands,  Mrs.  Induk 
Pak  from  Korea,  and  Dr.  Jonathan  Goforth,  a  retired  missionary  from  China. 
Mrs.  Induk  Pak  charmed  us  with  her  simple,  direct  manner  of  telling  us  of 
Korean  life  and  music.  She  knew  what  young  people  want  to  know  about 
other  lands  and  customs  and  thus  gained  our  deep  interest  and  our  friend- 
ship for  Korean  youth.  She  rendered  two  lovely  solos,  one  classical  and  one 
modern.  Dr.  Jonathan  Goforth  told  of  his  work  with  Chinese  students,  of 
difficulties  and  trials,  of  the  receptions  sometimes  accorded  the  "Foreign 
Devils."  as  they  were  called,  and  of  the  joys  of  his  service. 

Mr.  S.  B.  McCready  of  Toronto  gave  us  a  very  instructive  and  stimulat- 
ing talk  on  education  in  Scotland  and  Denmark.  He  told  us  of  the  Danish 
folk  schools  for  those  of  about  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  stressed  the 
Danes'  high  standards  in  country  life  and  in  state  affairs.  He  accounted  for 
Scottish  influence  in  many  educational  matters  as 
due  largely  to  the  democratic  school  system.  We 
felt  that  Mr.  McCready  had  given  us  something 
worthwhile  to  ponder  over. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Walsh  of  Kitchener  Inspectorate,  in  a 
humorous  address,  presented  an  interesting  way  of

In  1932,  the  hearty  good  wishes  of  the  staff  and  students  ac- 
companied Mr.  Slaughter,  when,  owing  to  advancing  years,  he 
retired  from  the  school  which  he  had  faithfully  served  in  the 
capacity  of  caretaker  since  the  opening  in  1908. 

During  the  past  winter,  after  the  passing  of  Mr.  Emery  and 
owing  to  an  illness  of  the  engineer,  Mr.  Slaughter  returned  for  a 
few  weeks  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  dual  posts.  The 
school  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  help  of  one  who  so  well  knew 
the  requirements,  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  see  Mr.  Slaughter  in  his 
accustomed  place  with  his  old-time  geniality. 

It  was  therefore  with  a  feeling  of  genuine  sadness  that  we 
learned  in  April  that  Mr.  Slaughter,  then  in  his  eighty-first  year, 
had  succumbed  after  a  brief  illness.

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PRIZE  ESSAY 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLING  IN  ENGLAND 

The  eduational  system  of  England  tliffers  in  many  resi)ects  from  that 
of  Canada,  especially  with  regard  to  elementary  schooling.  The  English 
boys  and  girls  begin  their  schooling  at  the  age  of  five  years,  in  some  cases 
before  that  age,  but  seldom  after;  it  is  compulsory  to  attend  school  for  nine 
years  until  the  age  of  fourteen,  when  they  are  free  to  bid  farewell  to 
their  school  days  and  set  in  motion  their  earning  capacity  in  some  vocation. 
By  far  the  greater  part  of  English  boys  and  girls  lay  aside  their  books  and 
take  this  opportunity,  a  few  because  of  mis]ilaced  ambition  or  bad  judgment, 
many  because  of  necessity.  Through  the  efforts  of  some  parliamentary  mem- 
bers, atteni])ts  have  been  made  to  extend  the  age  limit  to  15  vears,  which  so 
far  have  failed  to  bear  fruit ;  nevertheless,  it  is  highly  probable  that  an  attempt 
in  this  connection  will  eventually'  succeed,  and  should  succeed  for  the  good 
of  England's  youth. 

The  school  in  which  these  nine  important  years  are  s)ient  is  called  a 
Council  or  Board  School,  run  entirely  by  the  city  and  free  from  any  county 
(or  ]irovincial)  jurisdiction.  There  is  a  gradually  diminishing  number  ot 
Church  of  England  schools  of  equal  status  conducted  similarly  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  separate  schools  of  this  country.  .All  examinations  are  set  by  the 
education  committee  of  the  city.  The  Council  or  Board  School  is  divided  into 
two  departments — a  Junior  and  Senior  Department,  each  situated,  usually,  in 
sei^arate  buildings.  There  are  no  mixed  classes;  each  is  com|)rised  entirely 
of  boys  or  of  girls  ;  in  some  cases  there  are  separate  schools  for  boys  and  girls. 
The  teaching  staff  of  the  junior  Department  consists  of  female  teachers  with 
a  head-mistress  in  charge,  while  that  of  the  Senior  Department  consists  of 
male  and  female  teachers  in  charge  of  the  boys  and  girls  respectively,  with 
a  headmaster  sui^ervising.  School  is  always  ojiened  and  closed  with  a  Bible 
reading,  prayers  and  hymns,  usually  with  a  school  choir  in  attendance. 
Holiday's  are  similar  to  those  of  Canadian  schools,  except  that  summer 
vacation  is  only  of  one  month's  duration — the  month  of  August. 

It  is  in  the  Junior  Department  that  the  first  four  or  five  stormy  years  of 
school  life  are  silent,  commencing  with  the  building  of  a  conglomeration  of 
artistic,  toy-brick  constructions,  which  may  require  teaching  to  construct 
but  none  to  destroy,  and  endless  wallowings  in  plasticine — memories  with 
which  we  are  all  familiar — and  ending  with  an  elementary  background  in 
reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar  and  art.  Physical  training,  usually 
drill  and  games,  is  also  part  of  the  school  routine. 

Corporal  ]nniishment  commences  at  an  early  age — the  first  year,  in  fact; 
it  is  meted  out  usually  by  the  teacher  by  means  (jf  a  ruler  and  the  ))ossession 
of  knuckles;  a  grave  crime,  such  as  spelling  cat  with  a  "k",  sees  the  culprit 
wending  his  faltering  way  to  that  awful  ogress,  the  headmistress  (who  later 
turns  out  to  be  a  kind  and  gentle  soul).  A  cane  is  produced  from  its  resting 
place — where  it  seldom  rests — and  judgment  is  duly  administered.  England 
wisely  believes  in  spoiling  the  rod  and  whacking  the  child,  for  this  is  a  mighty 
L      J  ..:■.  fine  medicine,  and  though  like  many  good  tonics,  it  is 

~  bitter  to  take,  results  are  forthccjming.  Notwithstand- 

ing this,  the  junior  Dc|)artment  has  its  manv  ha])py 
hours,  with  the  pre-holiday  concerts,  inter-form  tea 
parties,  battles  for  the  proud  position  of  Monitor 
(the  chief  servant  of  the  teacher)  and  the  odd  fistic 
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engagement.  The  teachers,  in  accordance  with  an  apparently  universal  cus- 
tom, are  recipients  of  bouquets,  apples,  which  remain  to  rot,  and  home-made 
odes,  presentations  of  which  are  later  oftentimes  regretted  by  the  gi\ers. 

By  the  third  year,  classes  begin  to  be  graded  into  standards,  commencing 
with  Standard  I.  Standard  II  sees  the  end  of  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the 
Junior  Department  and  with  boundless  joy,  pride,  and  an  extra  inch  chest 
exnansion,  life  begins  in  the  Senior  Department,  reverently  called  the  "Big 
School". 

The  classes  in  the  Senior  Department  range  from  Standard  III.  to  Sland-ird 
VIT.  or  VIII.  Subjects  of  the  Junior  Department  are  extended  and  the  studA' 
of  the  Bible,  English,  geograph3^  English  and  colonial  history  and  music  is 
commenced.  During  the  last  two  years,  elementary  mathematics  (including 
a  spattering  of  trigonometry),  general  science,  domestic  science,  woodwork- 
ing and  swimming  instruction  are  added  to  these  subjects.  Corporal  punish- 
ment is  also  continued  and  extended,  for  now  the  teacher  does  not  confine  his 
weapons  to  mere  rulers,  but  brings  into  action  blackboard  compasses,  the 
broken  ends  of  desks  and  in  some  cases  the  legs  of  dilapidated  chairs.  Each 
class  has  a  ca])tain  elected  bv  the  pu])ils,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  class  during 
the  teacher's  absence,  and  \\ho  ma^'  report  anyone  for  misconduct;  these 
captains  are  under  a  school  ca]itain,  a  senior,  elected  1)}'  the  whole  school, 
whose  duty  is  to  superxise  the  conduct  of  all  scholars,  botli  in  and  out  of 
school. 

ISeside  the  daily  physical  training,  the  school  has  other  athletic  activities, 
the  chief  of  which  are  football  (soccer)  and  cricket:  these  are  promoted  and 
encouraged  by  inter-school  leagues  and  furtlier  through  hopes  of  having-  the 
distinguishing  honour  of  being  chosen  for  your  county  team,  or  even  the  all- 
England  schoolboy  teams.  Dramatics  are  encouraged  and  taught,  with  the 
l)roduction  of  one  or  two  plays  each  year,  usually  a  Shakespearean  play,  per- 
formed invariably  with  no  little  success.  Homework,  the  pet  aversion  of  all 
])rocrastinating  Canadian  pui^ils,  disi^atched  a  thousand  and  one  times  to 
Hades,  whence  it  returns  undeflagrated,  like  a  nauseous  nightmare  for  ex'er 
hounding  us  like  Marley's  Ghost  dragging  a  long  chain  of  irregular  French 
verbs,  still  irregular — this,  to  the  English  schoolbcjy  is  merclv  a  noun  denoting 
menial  tasks  such  as  rejjlenishing  the  coal-scuttle,  or  washing  the  dog;  home- 
work, in  the  Canadian  sense,  is  unknown  to  him  for  most  knowledge  in  con- 
nection with  his  schooling  is  gleaned  from  the  classroom,  not  from  the  home. 

Ordinarj'  class  examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  ex'ery  term.  The  en- 
trance examination,  which  takes  ijlace  when  the  pupil  is  about  eleven  years  of 
age,  is  so  difficult  that  only  the  most  brilliant  are  successful  in  passing  it.  and 
of  those  that  do  succeed  few  can  afford  to  pay  the  tuition  fee  required  by  the 
English  high  schools.  At  the  end  of  the  final  year,  spent  in  Standard  VII. 
or  Standard  VIII.,  the  latter  usually  necessitating  an  extra  year  at  school, 
the  yiupW  sits  for  a  final  examination  ;  the  successful  candidate  receives  from 
the  education  committee  a  Certificate  of  Merit,  indicating  the  subjects  passed. 

Thus  equipped,  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  most  English  boys  and  girls 
go  out  into  the  world  to  take  their  places  in  office,  business  or  factor^•,  and, 
although  their  education  is  not  as  extensive  as  it  might  be,  it  is  ver^•  firmh- 
planted  and  very  thorough  ;  thorough,  also,  in  that  English  elementary  students 

are  taught  how  to  "Play  up,  and  play  the  game".  t,     ._  , 

and  faithfulness  to  the  precepts  of  "Honour  Bright".  ""

BOYS'  BASKETBALL,  1935-'36 

Sei)teml)ei-.  lli:!"i.  hjuiul  the  llamiltcm  Normal  ScIkhiI  with  thirty-one 
biivs  from  which  to  choose  the  1  :i;l.")-':>(l  IjaskethaU  team.  As  this  was  the 
smallest  attendance  of  boys  for  some  years,  Mr.  Partridge  had  a  greater 
problem  than  usual  to  se'ect  enough  players.  Many  of  the  boys  turned  out 
lor  ])ractice  at  Zion  gym  twice  a  week  to  prove  their  \alue  as  prospective 
members  of  the  l!)35-'36  squad.  After  due  consideration,  Mr.  Partridge 
selected  the  following  bovs  to  wear  the  green  and  gold:  R.  Petrie,  O.  Emlile- 
ton.  X.  I.eek,  G,  Neff,  G.  Wood.  F.  Davis,  A.  StVachan,  F.  Botari,  and  G. 
\\  alls.  These  showed  that  it  is  quality  and  not  quantity  that  counts. 
Though  not  always  \-ictorious  in  final  scores,  they  always  proved  their  true 
s])ortsmanship  in   the  games. 

Let  us  look  back  over  the  season  and  e.xamine  briefly  the  highlights  of 
the  basketball  "wars".  To  have  the  "rust"  worn  off  and  to  become  accus- 
tomed to  playing  together,  the  boys  played  a  few  exhibition  games  before 
the  regular  schedule  began.  After  the  first  game,  Mr.  "Ted"  Emery  was 
secured  as  coach  ;  evidences  of  his  fine  coaching  were  soon  shown  in  the 
games  and  his  help  was  appreciated  ver)-  much  b)-  the  players.  The  Nor- 
mal boys  lost  the  first  game  to  Beams\ille,  but  in  the  return  game  at  Zion 
they  w^on,  31-2.'3,  In  this  game  "Pete"  ])layed  fine  basketljall.  Whether 
it  was  the  inspiring  crowd  as  a  whole  or  just  one  of  the  girls  (guess  wdio?) 
Bob  scored  sixteen  points.  From  time  to  time  during  the  season,  other  ex- 
hibition games  were  played  with  Cathedral  High  and  Burlington  High 
.Schools.  Few  Normal  teams  have  ever  defeated  the  flashy  Cathedral  bovs 
and  this  year  was  no  exce])tion.  (Jn  the  other  hand,  II.  N.  S.  defeated  Burl- 
ington to  the  count  of  40-24. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  regular,  scheduled  games.  Although  H.  N.  S. 
was  entered  in  a  well-trained  group,  the  boys  started  off  the  year  with  a 
\ictory  at  tlie  expense  of  the  ( ).  .A..  C.  Interfacult}'.  In  this  game  our  worthy 
ca])tain,  (  )rmond  Embleton,  shone  like  the  North  Star  on  a  frostv  nisht. 
(  I'robaldy  "Barb's"  presence  had  much  to  do  with  his  cle\er  |)laying,  Jnit 
lliat's  just  a  guess.) 

hi  the  return  game  |:)la_\ed  at  Guelph,  the  few  Normal  sup])orters  who 
made  the  tri])  were  well  rewarded  by  the  fine  ]jlays  that  were  exhibited  bv 
both  teams.  This  game  was  really  the  thriller  of  the  season.  There  were 
only  six  minutes  to  go  with  O.  A.  C.  leading,  17-14,  when  "()rm"  burst  forth 
on  one  of  his  sjjectacular  rushes  and  scored  a  basket,  leaving  the  team  just 
one  point  behind.  After  scoring  this  basket,  nothing  could  keep  the  boys 
Irom  scoring  again  and  H.  N.  S.  took  the  lead.  This  was  soon  to]iped  (iff 
bv  another  "counter",  ending  the  game  20-11  for  Normal.

With  players  like  rurdy,  Tindale  and  MacDonald  on  the  Grad  team,  the 
Normal  boys  could  hardly  be  expected  to  emerge  victorious.  Although  the 
Grads  won  both  games,  the  "Green  and  Gold"  made  them  fight  to  do  so. 
This  was  especially  the  case  in  the  second  game.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
half,  the  score  was  ll-i)  for  the  Grads,  but  in  the  last  half  our  boys  out- 
scored  them  by  three  points  and  had  the  better  of  the  play. 

The  first  game  with  McMaster  at  W'estdale  was  exceeding!)-  strange 
as  the  Normal  boys  could  score  only  two  baskets,  although  they  had  seven- 
teen points  when  the  game  ended.  Norm  Leek  certainly  did  his  share  to 
win  the  game  by  scoring  six  foul  shots  in  six  attempts.  The  last  meeting 
of  these  two  teams  \\'as  a  most  important  game  for  both.  It  was  the  last 
game  of  the  schedule  and,  if  the  Normal  boys  won,  they  would  l)e  tied  for 
second  place  with  McMaster  who  had  a  very  powerful  team.  (Jur  boys 
seemed  to  play  inspired  basketball,  and  the  first  half  ended  with  the  score 
tied,  14-14.  In  the  second  half  McMaster  took  an  earlv  lead  and  gained  a 
little  ground,  which  our  boys  just  failed  to  overcome,  though  they  tried  hard 
all  the  way. 

Before  closing,  we  must  mention  tlic  Tnternormal  games  with  London 
and  Stratford.  The  truth  of  the  maxim,  "practice  makes  perfect",  was 
shown  at  both.  Although  the  three  Normal  Schools  are  handicapped  by 
not  having  suitable  gymnasia,  Hamilton  is  blessed  Ijy  having  access  to  the 
Zion  gym  quite  near  the  school.  Hamilton  defeated  London,  K-lo  and 
Stratford,  25-14.  In  the  Stratford-Hamilton  game,  which  was  the  last  of 
the  season,  "Mister"  Robert  O.  Petrie  thought  it  would  be  best  to  finish 
the  season  with  no  regrets.  With  this  in  mind  (and  perhaps  "Aggie",  too). 
Bob  did  well  by  the  "Green  and  Gold"  for  he  scored  over  half  the  points  in 
the  game.    The  H.  N.  S.  boys  were  Tnternormal  Cham]iions.

When  one  of  the  dramatic  societies  of  the  University  of  Toronto  pre- 
sented the  play,  "King  Lear",  in  November  in  Hart  House  Theatre,  the  Ham- 
ilton Normal  students  were  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of 
attending.

teaching  composition  from  pictures.  Mr.  G.  G.  McNab,  M.A.,  D.Paed.,  of 
Guelpli,  spoke  to  us  regarding  the  "Sine  Quae  Non"  of  education — moral 
education.  His  historical  anecdotes  and  quotations  stirred  our  imaginations. 
Mr.  F.  r>.  Perney,  B.A.,  B.Paed..  Superintendent  of  Hamilton  schools,  spoke 
to  us  of  many  of  the  problems  we  would  face  in  teaching,  giving  us  many 
useful  ideas.  Mr.  Norman  Davies  of  the  Department  of  Education  tcjld  us 
of  the  benefits  of  the  teaching  of  Agriculture  anl  attending  summer  school 
at  Guelph. 

Mr.  .\.  E.  Piryson  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Ontario  Educational  Association. 
Mr.  A.  B.  Stevenson  spoke  for  the  Men  Teachers'  Secondar)-  Federation  and 
Miss  H.  J.  Jamieson  for  the  Ontario  \\'omen  Teachers'  Federation.  Thev 
advocated  compulsory  membership  and  hoped  that  as  Normal  students  and 
teachers  we  would  firmly  stand  behind  them. 

Mr.  W.  J  Dunlop,  B.A.,  Director  of  Extension  work  at  the  University 
of  Toronto,  gave  us  information  about  the  courses  required  for  obtaining 
the  teacher's  permanent  certificate.  Speaking  on  the  same  topic  were  Prof. 
McClement,  M.A.,  Ph.D..  of  Queens,  Dean  McLay  of  McMaster,  and  Prof. 
Kingston  of  \\'estern,  who  gave  us  also  an  illustrated  lecture  on  astronomy. 
Prof.  McClements'  illustrated  talk  on  Nature  Study  was  very  delightful. 

Prof.  T.  F.  Mcllwraith  of  Toronto,  gave  us  a  very  excellent  illustrated 
lecture  on  Eskimo  customs  and  habits.  It  was  amazing  to  manv  of  us  to 
learn  that  all  Eskimos  do  not  live  in  igloos.  Many  more  of  our  old  incorrect 
ideas  were  likewise  dis]ielled.  Prof.  N.  MacDonald  of  McMaster  gave  us  a 
vivid  picture  of  life  in  the  Hebrides  and  his  own  boyhood  there. 

As  a  school,  staff  and  students  together,  we  feel  deeply  indebted  to 
these  speakers.  They  gave  us  their  l)est  thoughts  and  ideas,  encourage- 
ment and  higher  ideals,  and  many  times  new  and  ever-broadening  horizons.

he  will   find  delights  of  which  the  axerage  person  knows  nothing. 

We  may  easily  see  that  in  order  to  give  the  adults  of  to-morrow  the  ad- 
vantages which  are  their  right,  we  must  exert  our  influence  on  the  children 
of  to-day.  This  is  the  privilege  of  the  teacher.  We  ha\e  in  these  modern 
times  good  children's  literature  within  the  reach  of  all.  What  we  must  do 
is  to  interest  children  in  reading  and  see  that  their  interest  k\.d,^  Ihcm  in  the 
right  paths.  Youth  is  i)lastic.  imaginative  and  easil\-  influenced  liy  its 
elders.  If  we  can  skilfullx  direct  the  child's  reading  we  shall  make  a  great 
contriliutidu  to  the  culture  of  the  next  generation. 

To-day  we  hear  people  say.  "I  don't  like  poetry  ;  it  doesn't  make  sense". 
Pcrha])s  if  these  people  had  had  l)eautiful  poetry  read  daily  to  them  in  child- 
hood when  their  minds  were  highly  imaginative  they  would  now  find  it  one 
(if  the  delights  of  their  life.  Their  period  of  greatest  mental  elasticity  pass- 
ed unnoticed;  now  it  is  hard'y  likely  that  they  wid  ever  know  the  ])leasures 
of  reading  poetry. 

(  )ur  res]5onsil3ilitv  as  teachers  is  e\idcnt.  I  Jut  we  cannot  transfer  to 
our  iiujiils  a  love  of  good  literature  unless  we  ourselves  are  saturated  with 
it.  W'e  may  feel  it  our  duty  to  read  good  books,  but  soon  we  shall  find  it 
our  delight  rather  than  dut\-.  Nor  should  we  be  content  to  dwed  upon 
inerelv  one  phase  of  literature.  Biography  can  give  us  a  glim])se  into  the 
li\es  of  the  great  ])eople  who  lived  before  us.  W'e  can  share  their  struggles 
and  rejoice  in  their  successes.  Enthusiasm  for  history  is  a  communicable 
disease;  the  teacher  who  reads  e-\tcnsively  outside  the  school  course  will  find 
that  his  class  also  is  trying  to  hnd  out  wdiat  hajiiiened  behind  the  scenes  of 
the  text  books.  Traxel  books  are  a  boon  to  those  of  us  whose  budgets  will 
not  allow  money  for  a  railway  ticket  but  can  be  stretched  to  include  a  library 
card.  W'e  all  ha\e  our  ])et  hobbies  or  some  subject,  foolish  as  it  may  seem 
to  others,  on  which  we  are  keenl\-  interested  in  reading.  Let  us  all  cultivate 
an  in(|uiring  mind,  one  e\er  open  to  new  truths,  in  order  to  increase  our 
knowledge  and  enjoyment  of  life. 

,\  bookshelf  is  a  magical  thing.  It  may  contain  worlds  of  delight  and 
knowledge,  or  ma\'  contain  merely  a  great  deal  of  paper  with  ink  on  it.  Let 
us  see  that  our  bookshelf,  small  as  it  may  be,  is  worthy  of  ourseixes  and  our 
profession.     .\s    Emily    Dickinson    said: —

('.It-ii.  which  is.  ;i])]);u"enth-.  nut  nearly  as  familiar  to  most  people  as  the 
{■"alls  itself.  1 'ictiiresi|ue  ]iaths  wind  down  the  hillside  among  tlie  trees  and 
rucks  antl  e\en  throut^h  tlie  rocks  themselves.  C'urions  pot-hole  formations 
nia\-  also  lie  seen.  The  names  of  the  historic  spots  in  this  district — Lundy's 
l.ane.  Heaver  Dams,  Oiieenston  Heights — are  familiar  to  all  of  ns.  We 
shnnld  visit  at  least  the  last  of  these  and  climb  the  lofty  monnment  erected 
to  the  memory  of  the  courageous  General  Brock.  Also,  some  of  the  world's 
greatest  power  plants  may  he  insjjected  at  Niagara  and  Oueenston.  An- 
other attraction  in  this  vicinity  is  the  Welland  Canal,  by  far  the  most 
interesting  sections  of  which  are  the  "Flight  Locks"  at  Thorold.  Ilere  huge 
lake  freighters  are  raised  or  lowered  a  height  of  158  feet  in  lour  locks. 
Not  far  from  here,  between  Power  Glen  and  Fonthill.  are  the  iiicturesque 
St.  Johns'  Mills  with  their  interesting  cave  and  rock  formations.  This 
spot  seems  to  be  unfamiliar  to  must  peojile,  even  to  those  living  in  the 
numediate   \  icinitw 

Cioing  southwest  from  llamilton  we  may  \isit  the  large  Government 
tree  nurseries  and  fish  hatcheries  at  St.  Williams.  A  few  miles  farther 
along  Lake  Erie  at  Houghton  \ve  come  to  the  Sand  Hills.  The  largest  of 
these  rises  to  a  height  of  some  ;i.")(i  feet.  It  is  !l!IO  feet  long  by  liOO  feet  wide 
anil  has  increased  l.j."i  feet  in  height  in  the  iiast  1)8  rears.  .\n  observatory 
has  l)een  erected  on  the  simimit  by  the  L'.S.  Lake  Surxev.  Similar  ob- 
ser\  atories  are  situated  on  Long  Point  Island  and  across  the  Lake  in 
Pennsyhania.  By  exceedingly  careful  and  iiainstaking  measurements,  ol)- 
servers  are  now  attemjiting  to  comjdete  the  triangulatii)n  of  the  Lake  and 
thus  to  ])ri)vide  reliable  charts  for  mariners.  Returning  from  here  by  way 
oi  Simcoe  and  Brantford  is.  iiuieed,  a  very  pleasant  drive.  .\t  lirantford  we 
lind  two  historic  sjiots.  The  first  of  these  is  the  Bell  Hi)mestead,  where 
lived  Dr.  .\le.xander  Graham  I'lell,  the  inventor  of  the  telephone.  The  other 
is  the  old  Mohawk  L'hurch,  the  oldest  church  in  the  )irovince,  dating  back 
o\er  l.'id  years.  Here.  also,  is  the  tomb  of  the  noted  Indian  Chief,  losejih 
l'.r;int. 

At  Guel]ih,  scime  ".'s  miles  from  llamilton,  is  the  Ontario  .Vgricultural 
L'uilege.  lust  nutside  the  city  is  the  < -ntarii)  Reformatory,  the  grtiunds  of 
which  are  a  \eritable  show  ]ilace.  Ten  miles  northeast  of  Guelph  is  Rt)ck- 
wiiiid.  near  which  is  a  \  ery  ])ictures(,pie  branch  of  the  Grand  Ri\er.  The 
scenery  consists  of  tree-cu\ered  rock  cliffs  and  interesting  stretches  of  light 
mud  flat^  and  blue  river.  Xorthwest  of  Ciuelph  is  Elora.  whose  rocks  are 
world  famiius.  Here  are  stee])  cliffs  on  either  side  of  the  ruck-cox  ered  bed 
of  .an  ancient  ri\er.  .\  stream,  a  waterfall  and  an  old  mill  add  to  the  ch;irm 
of  the  surroundings. 

.\11  these  ))laces  are  within  easy  drixing  distance  frcjui  Hamilton  and 
ex  en  within  cxcling  distance,  and  all  are  certainly  x\  ell  wcjrth  visiting.  Many 
other  |)l:ices  of  interest  might  be  mentioned,  but  time  and  si)ace  do  not 
l)ermit.  \'<y  taking  side  roads  xxe  freipientlx'  came  across  beautx'  si)ots 
hitherto  nnknoxx  ii  to  us.  So.  instead  of  xainly  wishing  to  see  the  distant 
Corners  of  the  world,  let  u>  lirst  become  ac(|uainted  xxith  our  own  im- 
mediate di.--trict  and  then  xxith  as  much  of  the  rest  of  the  jiroxince  as 
l)ossible.
